Crocker , who. spoke some* Japanese,, was. told by Hashimoto, a civilian 
guard at the Tamatsukuri freight yards, that President Roosevelt 
would soon surrender the whole United* States and that all Americans 
would be prisoners of war. Crocker told him he was wrong and that 
Tojb and all the Japanese would surrender soon. 1 Hashimoto became 
angry and Flapped Crocker for about fifteen minutes resulting in 
his lips being split and jiis face bruised (Ex. 47).

• Speci fic atio n 5u, La Croix: Accused was found not

to work although he had bruises over his head and body. Brunner and 
Herzig were treated for shock and it was three days before Brunner 
returned to work.

■ The,first witness who took the stand under oath, for 
the defense was Lt-. Joseph Kuchta, a former prisoner of war at Umeda 
Prisone;,' of War Camp, He took the stand for the defense during the 
presentation of the prose cut ion »s case. The gist of his'pertinent 
testimony i,s as follows: 

• . The witness heard that Dr. Nell, th b prisoner of war 

doctor, required prisoners of war to pay insurance or give presents 
to be treated-; that he gave treatment to Japanese with American 
medicines, and that he discharged prisoners of war before they were 
Weil (R* 266-268). The witness'knew that Dr, Nell was tried by county 
martial and found not guilty (R. 273-274). Parks was always 
in trouble With Shinya and was frequently beaten by him (R. - 271) * 

All prisoners of war stole food at the work station and they were 
protected if they divided with the Japanese (R. 271 )i 

Lt, Adolph Myers, a former prisoner of war at'Umeda 
Prisoner, of War Camp-, testified under oath for the defense. The 
gist Of his pertinent testimony is as follows: 

He arrived at the Umeda Prisoner of War Camp.’ 16 May 
1943 and left 23 May 1945. This witness was the radical attendant 
serving under Dr. Neil at the camp (R. 388), Dr. Nell'did not 
perform his duties fairly and ethically at the camp (R. 394). 

Prisoners qf war who were, well .and paid him off in food were kept in 
camp, and witness was reprimanded by Dr. Nell for keeping some pri¬ 
soners of war in camp who were sick (R. 396). The Japanese-usually 
followed Nell’s recommendation as to who was sick and who would 
stay’ in camp, although Shinya sent a few prisoners out' to work • 

(R. 409,.’412). Dr. Nell was responsible for the deaths of Davis, 

Brown, and Whitaker (R. 389, 392)* He took Red Cross supplies to 
his own room for his own use (R. 391, 392). Witness had a fight 
With. Dr. Nell because he took extra food for himself instead of 
giving. it to the. prisoners of war (R. ’397). Witness preferred^char¬ 
gee' against'Dr. Nell but wa s not called as a witness at his trial 
(R. 398) ( See Exhibit, n C" for charges and Exhibit "AO” for specifi¬ 
cations and verdict). 

Parks was an eight-ball and was punished by the Ameri¬ 
cans for various violations such as stealing from American prisoners 
of war. In several instances, the. American camp commander ordered 
punishments, for infractions of the rules of American prisoners 6f 
war and sometimes this consisted of fifty lashes with a belt 1 (R. 
400-401). 

. . ..1 LaCroix’ insanitjr was congenital and he would have 

became, insane .regardless of where he .was. The Americans requested 
he be sent to -tiie brig because he was irrational (R. 430). -Clothes 
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were taken from LaCroix because he dirtied theit and did not use 
the latrine (R. 403) . Tho only one. that the witness heard that 
jabbed LaCroix when he was.in his cell was Mariyama (R, 403). 

Witness further heard that Ijitbu tormented LaCroix by throwing ice 
in his cell when it was cold (R. £31), and that' Okabuchi hit him with 
a stick after being knobked down by LaCroix (R. 404). LaCroix would : 
go on hunger strikes (R. 416). . >• 


The witness was not' in camp Vt the time Brunner, Parks 
and Kerzig were mistreated. He heard that Lhinya caused Herzig to 
get pneumonia because of exposure in cold and inclement weather 
(R, 420, 423.'424), He did not recall the details of t he «mi sbreat - 
ment (R. 427), * 


' . The witness did not recall the mistreatment of'Clark and 

Bliss, Nichols, Cahoon and Miller.' He remembered that Bahr, Pavia, 
and 'Still and Duffywem ’mistreated, but did not remoiiber the details' 
(R. 420-422). ;■ ; /• ..." 

The witness saw Okabuchi slap various prisoners of 
war. He and Ijitbu were civilian guards (R. 405, 416, 420). 
bhlnya*.S'duties were the procurement and issuance of medical 
supplies, assisting the Japanese doctor in making sick call, the 
keeping of records, and • oc cdsionally guarding the prisoners of war 
on m irk details (R. 415, 416). Witness was told on arrival that' 
thinya was a bad actor and that he gave out. severe ■ puni,shmai t (R. 
420). Although witness heard of these punishments, his personal” 
impression was that Shinya did not mete out severe punishment (R, 
427). He saw thinya slap prisoners of war (R. 416), Witness did 
not recall that Lhinya withheld food .but he did obtain medicines for 
prisoners of war who had'moiiey (R, 428). £hinya left the camp on 
1 November 1943 (R, 405). 


Kinari never slapped any prisoners of war aid was not 
present during the punishment of prisoners of war.” The -punishment‘ • 
was much worse .when Namba became camp ooramander (R. 406, 413, 429) , 
'Curing the time Kinari was camp commander, he never saw a .case'when 
a prisoner of war could not walk away after-a beating (R. 434).* 

Kinari did many things for prisoners of.war, such as furnishing > - 
extra blankets and clothing when the weather became cold (R. 430)-, 
requiring the use of flea powder and the boiling of clothes to combat 
/lice (R, 441). Kinari, to prevent the spread of colds, caused the 
prisoners of war to.use salt water and potash gargles and required 
those that had a cold to massage themselves with a -towel to stim¬ 
ulate circulation (R. 441), All personnel were”de-woimed, given 
prophylactic injections, vaccinated and weighed. A record was kept 
once a month of the -weight of each prisoner of war (R. 441). 

* 

There was considerable gossip about various beatings, 
and these beatings would bo magnified by the' prisoners of war when 
thejr. were repeated (R. 406). Witness saw Japanese recruits being 
slapped and struck'with sticks for errors made in drilling (R. 413). 
During the time Kinari was camp commander this witness was kicked 
on the shins by Ijitsu, who was wearing rubber shoes, and slapped 
by Yamada (R. 416 , 443 , 444).. . 


In Japanese eyes the punishment meted out to American 
prisoners, of war was proper in view of the fact that they .treated 
their own soldiers in the same manner, rather than reporting them 
to the commanding officer to determine the correct punishment 
(R. 713, 714)'. The maintenance of discipline, in view of the steal¬ 
ing of prisoners of war, would have been impossible if the ^.gmerican 
procedure for punishing its own soldiers or sailors was in effect

at tills prisoner of war camp (R. 716, 717). Okabuchi was the most 
military ‘roan in the camp and he only slapped prisoners of war for--' 
the most flagrant offenses (R. 711)* ICinari never mistreated or 
was presentat the mistreatment of prisoners of war. This witness 
believed that the mistreatment of prisoners of war was carried out 
without his knowledge;:, and that from his personal observation 
ICinari committed no action in violation of the Laws and Customs 
of War (R. 713). *

Tosaku haicano, a company guard at'Umeda Prisoner of. 

War Camp, testified under oath for the defense.- The gist of his 
p&rtineht testimony is as follows: 

• In lieu-of direct testimony the defense introduced in-- 
evidence Exhibit "J”, an affidavit of the witness. The witness tes¬ 
tified that.in an affidavit given to the prosecution^ Exhibit 88, 
that the statements given therein were not accurate because he was 
not able to understand the interpreter clearly (R. 457, 474). 

• • . . • * 

This witness testified that ICinari instructed the 
company guards’that they were not to give corporal punishment but 
were to report all infractions; that' tile prisoners of war were not 
to handle war materials; that ICinari, with the witness and others, 
bought musical instruments for the prisoners ofvar; that the witness 
was told to cover prisoners of war if he found them asleep without 
blankets over them; that if he saw a sick prisoner of war he would 
tell.Dr. Kell to keep him in camp; that ICinari and the witness bought 
vegetables from local farmers for the prisoners of war; that ICinari ; 
instructed that prisoners of war be served'hot tea in summer'instead 
.of water to prevent scarlet fever, cholera, and diarrhea (Ex. 'NT", - 
R, 460, 461, 462). He further testified that he didn’t know if any-' 
body reported the infractions of prisoners of war'to ICinari (R. 460). 
that ICinari inspected the work sites (R, 467-468), that he Consulted 
Dr. Nell before prisoners of war were sent to work (R,*467).'that he' 
scolded- Lliinya for mistreatment of prisoners of war (R. 470), and 
that on rainy days he requested that prisoners of War not be allowed 
•to work in the rain (R, 473). < 

/ Shinya worked late at night and procured medical sup¬ 

plies from outside sources when they were scaroe. He also obtained 
food, cigarettes, and medicines requested by the prisoners of war 
(Exv !, o”T. " Although a guard at tho dispensary, ho at times inspec¬ 
ted work sites, and during such inspections Warned tho guards not to 
let the prisoners of war drink fresh water (R. 467-468)* He had no 
right’to pUnish prisoners of war and was supposed to report a 11 
matters to ICinari (R. 469)* 


; Okabuchi saw that the prisoners’ of war shoes were 

in good repair and was attentive to tho physical condition of the 
■prisoners of war by boiling water to be used by them to gargle 
(Ex. "I"). • 


Ijitsu was popular among the prisoners of war* He 
washed 'the clothes of one sick prisoner who was suffering with 
diarrhea and also made hot tea and- served it to .him (Ex* 

The prosecution made Nakano'their witness"and had'him 
/identify Exhibit 88, an affidavit made by him in Osaka. In this 
affidavit he stated that Lhinya always looked for a good cause to 
punish prisoners of war and once was scolded by ICinari’for dis- 
■ obeying his orders in mistreatment of prisoners of war. 

The witness further stated that he never'knew of 
Okabuc-hi mistreating, prisoners of war, but, if he did, ho .was 

carrying out ICinari’s orders. “ 1 1 ‘ 
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Yoah.itaro Nakanishi, a former civilian guard at Umeda 
Prisoner of War Camp, testified under oath for the defense. The 
gist, of his pertinent'testimony is as follows: 

The company guards rather than ICinari had control of 
the prisoners of war at the v/orlc site . It was the company* s'res¬ 
ponsibility to protect the prisoners of war at the work site. The 
witness*" duties were to inspect the work site, to prevent the 
escape of prisoners of war, .and to keep the Japanese personnel from 
mistreating them* Witness never saw any prisoner of war beaten 
(R. 478-430). •;/,* ’* 

w:;.-; Hideo Yamaguchi, a former civilian guard at Umeda 

Prisoner.of. War Camp, testified Under oath for the defense. The 
gist of his pertinent testimony is as follows: 


s ICinari had no control in assigning the guards to the 
work station (R. 482). In August 1945, Kinari went with the witfiess, 
fehins^a, and others to obtain vegetables for the prisoners of war, 

TRe .company was required to furnish food, and ICinari went along 
to furnish the Army Certificate, as food was rationed-(R. 483, 490). 
Shinya was never in charge of the camp during ICinari*s absence and 
the, witness did not know if Ehinya was in charge of the guard detail 
■(R. 486, 487, 490). . 



-v. • Yukio ICato, a former civilian guard at Umeda Prisoner 

of War Camp, testified under oath fop the defense. The gist of his 
pertinent testimony is as follows: 


Witness, with ICinari, went, out and obtained food for 
the prisoners r of war, ICinari instructed the guards not to strike 
or mistreat prisoners of war. These instructions -were given every 
month. Witness saw Lhinya about to strike a prisoner- of war but 
never,saw Okabuchi or Ijitsu slap or mistreat them (R. 4S1-494). 

Fumio Mori, a former gunzoku at the TJmeda Prisoner of 
War Camp, testified under oath for the defense. The gist of his■ 
pertinent testimony is as follows: 

At the time this witness had arrived at- Umeda, Ehinya. 
had been transferred to the Ha in Camp, Chinya'returned about three 
times to visit Japanese personnel (R, 500-501), There are two ranks 
of gunzokus,:.Yo*ili and ICo-in, ICo-in is superior. Ehinya was a 
Yo-in at Umeda but was a ICo-in after his.transfer to the Main Camp 
t'R. 501). ICinari instructed the company personnel not to mistreat 
prisoners, allow them to handle war materials, perform heavy labor 
or work more hours than were specified. Company guards and super-_ 
visors were hired by the companjr and at the camp they'obeyed ICinari 
but were not required to at the work site. The.only authority 
ICinari had at the work site was to warn the person in charge of 
the prisoners of war (R. 502, 508). ICinari granted several requests 
of prisoners of war to change work sites (R, 503, 504). Once ICinari 
allowed a camp truck to be used in exchange for ten bags of onions 
■ for the prisoners of war. (R. 500). Prisoners of war were not allowed 
to work for three days at Umeda station after three prisoners^of^v/ar 
were caught stealing sugar. Another stoppage of work occurred at 
dakurajima Station (R. 502, 503). Once Dr. Kell sent a prisoner of 
war out to work,who was sick-, and witness notified ICinari, and this 
prisoner of war remained, in camp. Dr. sell gave prisoners of war 
certaiii liberties if they gave him food (R. ,505, 508). The witness 
never saw nor heard uhat Okabuchi or Ijitsu slapped or mistreated i 
prisoners of war (R. 506)*

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Ilarakiclii Suzuki, b, former civilian guard, testified 
under oath for the defense* The gist of his.pertinent testimony is 
as follows: 1 ' 


The witness reoeived instructions that prisoners of 
war were not to. he mistreated. He never saw or heard that Okabuchi, 
Shinya, or Ijitsu slapped or mistreated prisoners of war; He didn’t 
recall any mistreatment of LaCroix*by Japanese personnel when he y 
was confined in .the guard house (R. 516-518). 

: ICihichiro Aono, a former civilian guard at IJmeda Prisoner 
of War - Gamp, testified under, oath for the defense. The gist of his 
pertinent testimony is as follows::: 


. . ^ . Shinya left the camp about a week after the witness 

arrived and he never saw him again. He was instructed by Hinari

Sohunichi Tanaka, a former medical orderly at'Ufiieda 
Prisoner of War Camp, testified under oath for the defense. The gist 
of his pertinent testimony is as follows:- • : 


Accused .worked under Shinya as medical orderly, Shinya 
purchased additional medical supplies and obtained medicines fre¬ 
quently for the personal use of certain prisoners of war. These 
prisoners of war paid for such medicines. Kinari instituted a system 
whereby, prisoners of war could purchase food on the open market. •• 

Ke-requested Li, Kosu to hospitalize LaCroix at Kobe, but this re¬ 
quest was not fulfilled. Lhinya performed additional‘duties outside 
the camp* The 'witness did not know nor had he heard of any mis¬ 
treatment of La Croix (R*- 695-700). 


Gisaburo Maruyama, a former giinzoku at the Umeda 
Prisoner of War Camp, testified under oath for the defense. The 
gist of his pertinent testimony.is as follows: 


i-hinya obtained medicines during shortages from outside 
sources and also purchased food for the prisoners at their request- 
(Pl# 70S). Work was stopped at Yodogawa station because of the mis¬ 
treatment of prisoners of war and the manner in which thejr were 
handled, Kinari reported this situation to the Main Camp together 
with incidents at Lakurajima, Umeda} and Amagasaki stations. Work 
was stopped at the later two places for several days and completely 
on March^ 15, 1943, at the Yodogawa Station (R. 702-704, 710),. 

Witness in his trial was found guilty of contributing to the death of 
Kerzig-and admitted striking and beating prisoners of war when 
Kinari was camp commander (R, 704, 706). The incident involving 
LaCroix,was remembered by the witness, but he did not know of any 
mistreatment to this prisoner of war. In reference to the Kerzig 
incident the Witness testified that either ihinya or S.himayoshi 
was the 0,D. (R. 708).

accused was • co inlander of the Ume da Prisoner of War 
Camp from Larch 10, 1943, to October 25, 1944. At the time he 
became commander he was a sergeant-major but was promoted to warrant 
officer on August 1, 1944 (R, 718). Shortly after becoming commander 
he reported to the Main Camp that the prisoners of war at Yodogawa 
•station were being improperly overworked, and as a result this work 
site was closed. Per periods of from two or three days to a month 
work was also ordered stopped at Sakurajina, Tamatsukuri, Umeda, - 
liinatomachi, and Amagasaki stations for the same reasons (R. 721-723). 
Accused requested and.obtained the discharge of Fujioka, the inter-, 
preter. Other reasons than the mistreatment as alleged in Specifi-' 
cations 3d and e were the basis of the discharge (R. 723, 731, 732), 
The 'accused did not know of the mistreatment as set out in Specifi¬ 
cations 3g, 3h, 31, 3j, 3o, 3v, and 3x (R. 723-729).- In reference 
to La Croix, accused did not know he was mistreated by Japanese 
but warned the prisoners of war not to tease him (R. 729). Accused 
.admitted he was responsible for the protection and security of the 
prisoners of war, and further testified that he - directly forbid. 
slapplngs and beatings by Japanese personnel. He denied receiving 
any'complaints from senior prisoner of war officers (R. 733).

The light sentence given each of the accused, other than 
iCinafi, appear to, be duo to the fact that Dr. Nell was acquitted of 
the crimes alleged against him, without Lt. Myers being notified 
or called as a : prosecution witness.

I concur in general. Nevertheless, pre-trial confinement 
is in no way to be considered as confinement served in expiation . 
for offenses of which an accused is later convicted. Therefore 
a reviewing authority should consider such restraint entirely 
separately from that adjudged by a commission. ' The blackest 
roguq. is entitled to an early trial under the enlightened rules 
of civilized nations. When trials are postponed, a3 this one was, 
because of the great number of those awaiting justice, fair 
allowances should bo made for undue pre-trial confinement re¬ 
gardless of the inadequacy of a sentence. This is all the more 
true since commissions are instructed that pre-trial confinement 
is not to be considered in adjudging.sentences. 

Mo'st of the many pages of'.questions asked of the .commission 
by advisory dofonso counsel during the time for challenge were 
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unreasonable, time-consuming;, improper, repetitious, argumentative 
and unnecessary. Such actions by counsel arc of no value to the , 
accused and may do thorn positive harm by giving a commission the 
fooling that it is being hocklod or badgered or that counsel is 
endeavoring to lay a trap. In this instance no harm to the ac¬ 
cused appears. Counsel must constantly employ good judgment in 
presentation of the. accusods 1 case ot the end that the best defense 
consistent with high ethics may be presented. Reasonable queries 
are appropriate but in this case the privilege was bhdly abused. , 

The exchange of personalities by counsel for both sides was 
uncalled for, unworthy and not in accord with the high standards 
and the dignity of these War'C^imes Trials. However, the low sent¬ 
ences justify a determination that no accused was harmed thereby. 

' The statement by advisory defense counsel (R. 23) that one 
defense.counsel must represent accused with Conflicting interests 
is not in accord with the facts. He was appointed in orders as 
advisory defense counsel only with the stipulation that accused 
woro expected to provide individual defenso counsel (par 2, SO 
281, Hq 3/A, 2 Dec 47). They did secure Japanese counsel (R. 15), 
who were paid by the Japanese Government. \
